Coanty HiRh School pupils in the 
City High Schools waa held here

mittw, his firm harhig haen ratalned 

last spring. Mr. John W. Garnett, 
Chairman of the Committee, announ- 
ced that he had decided that th. eon- 

tract was a fairly satisfactory one 
and resigned from f urtber activity 
in the matter. 

Mr. W. A. McKenzie was elected 
the new Chairman. Others promi. 
nent in the matter war. Messrs. C. 
W. Garrott, W. F. Lacy and Frank 
Campbell. Mr. E. D. Jones was a 
member, but it is said he has retired 
from the organization, and Mr. Jeff 
J. Garrott, another member, was 
not present. 

Mr. .McKenzie stated to thf Ken 
tuckian that stepd would be taken at 
once to seek to annaul the'.contract, 
which th. attorney advises is illegal. 

The contract was in the nature 6f 
a compromise agreement after the 
city and county had started to build 
jointly a ijlW.OOO High School. Un- 
der the agreement the county for- 
feited $7,d00 already paid for the 
work, gave $2,000 for. 1911 pupils 
and agre«i to pay 13.000 for live 
years for an unlimited number of 
county pupils in the City High 
School, the cost of maintaining the 
schools being borne entirely by the 
city. At the end of five years the 
county is to have the right to buy 
half of the building for $50,000, 
with a credit thereon of $7,500, or 
may continue to send county pupils 
at the . same rate chaged pupil 
not entitled tj ihe benefits of the 
schools. 

Just what dteps will be taken, has 
not been stated.

^ew York, August 3U.— Backed by 
almost every atriMltarai oifanlM- 

tion in the country, apedal efforts to 
check the slaughter of turtle dovea, 
that destroy thousands of waad aeeds 

at one meal, have been begun at the 
headquarters of the National Asso- 
ciation of Audubon Societies in this 
city. Before these beautiful birds 
fly south, after a summer of whole- 
sale eztanninatioa of tha weeds that 
menace every crop on the continent, 
it is planed to try to avert the mur- 
derous fusillade that always butcher 
millions of them across the Southern 
and Southwestern States. As a 
most important step in this direction 
the Audubon workers have just suc- 
ceeded in having a State Game Com- 
mission, supporting a strong force 
of wardens, established in Georgia. 

That each member of that popular 
species of wild dove can destroy more 
weeds in a day than the most vigor- 
our farm hand equipped with a hoe 
is being demonstrated to the farmers 
in every section by recent investi- 
gations of the government Biologi- 
cal Survey. In the stomachs of 
three turtle dovea alone 23,100 aeeds 
of hawkwaad, foxtail, wood-aorral, 
paspalum and other damaging 
growtha have{been discovered, pluck- 
ed from the fields at one dtamer by 
the persistent feathered weeders. 
Every day in tha year these doves 
areriiown to take 64 per cent, of 
their feed in weed seeds from farm 
land, and with each stroke of their 
nimble bills the ripening germ of 
the rank weed is forever kil!e<I. 

A cuuaiderable amount of the half- 
billion dollars that the farmers of 
.\merica pay eaih year for labor 
might be saved by the natural ii - 
crease of the dtiva weed killers, 
whic h is heavily offstt by their widt- 
spread shooting, according to reports 
that are being received at Audubon 
headciuartcrs here. Over the pea- 
nut and Aheal fields of the South as 
many aa 4.000 tortla dovea are 
known to have baaa botchered at a 
single shouting, whara the birds 
were lured uftentimee by illegal 
baiting. In Texas, Kansas and Ok- 
lahoma a fight is already being made 
by the ftunars to have thaaa weed 
seed eaters protected, whlla tha peo- 
ple of California have joit deflated 
aa attempt to aboliah a dose season 
on shooting them. 

"We believe we can count upon 
tha support of everyone interested 
in the crops, the whole country over, 
in our efforts to save the econo 
BBieally InvalvaUa tortla dovt from 
destruction," i^aid T. tJilbert Fear- 
sun, Secretary uf the National Asao- 
ciation of Audubon Societies, at its
